The first nieetings, which named 
their members by the then somewhat jocose 
appellation, “Odd Fellows,” were the 
homely congregations of those sturdy but 
humble artisans whose virtues have made 


England what itis, and who met as Odd’ 


Fellows to enjoy a congenial companion- 
ship over a friendly glass. Some fragment- 
ary secret work Was introduced among the 
different meetings, and these fragments 
were consolidated, and to some degree im- 
proved, by the lodges of the seventeenth 
century. From that time on to the estab- 
lishment of the American lodges, the order 
retained its convivial nature, and that fea- 
ture was conspicuous in the lodges ag first 
organized in the United States» The mem- 
bers were emphatically of the working 
classes, the officers mainly illiterate, and 
the members not qualified to criticise. But 
that the order had in it the seeds of great 
good has been abundantly proved by its sub- 
sequent works. While its founders were 
men of muscle rather than erudition, they 
proved by the monument of brotherly re- 
gard which they reared that they were men 
who were actuated by virtuous instincts 
and exalted motives. They proved that

As @ learned 
and eloquent historian of the order says: 
“The wat with England had just élosed, in 
which the city had been attacked, and 
Washington, the capital of the country, but 
39 miles distant, was captured, and its 
public edifices _barbarously burned. 
followed that England was much hated by 
our. countrymen, and nowhere Was that 
hatred more intense thanin Baltimore. To 
be an Englishman was an offense to doth 
pride and patriotism, and all such. were 
considered public and perfidions ¢uemies, 
[It was at this period that one Thomas \Vil- 
dey and a certain John Welch, both tatives 
of England, were residents of that city, 
and, as fellow countrymen, were in the 
habit of spending much of theif leisure 
time together. Wildey had been Mitiated 
into an @dd Fellows’ lodge In the 
city of London in 1804, when he was 22 
years of age, and subsequently tock an 
active part in starting another in the same 
city, under the style of Morfiiny Star 
Lodge, No. 38. Both of these wé@re subor- 
dinate toa body then known as the Grand 
Lodge of England, but whose authority was 
littie recognized outside of Lond@n city. 
There were thefffas there are now,in Eng- 
land, many separate organizations and in- 
dependent lodges; they were secret, ind the 
only bond of union was the use of the same 
form of what was denominated ‘work.’”’ 
The Thomas Wildey referred fo above, 
it will be noted, was conspicuous as an or- 
ganizer in one lodge in London. ‘He became 
tamous in America. He passed away in his 
eightieth year, October 19, 1861, “leaving,” 
as one of his biographers proudlg writes, 
“42 jurisdictions and 200,000 Odd FPeliows as 
his pyramid; a prouder tribute than ever 
rose to Egyptian greatness by the sacred 
waters of the Nile.” 
When Mr. Wildey first called the order 
together at Baltimore, he gave little pro- 
‘mise and little evidence of the elequent tri. 
bute which his worth was to win him. The 
founder of American Odd Fellowship has 
given his biographers some trouble. His

been selected, it being near the docks, where 
sailors ahd wharf-loungers were wont to as- 
semble, and was mostly given up to the oc- 
cupancy of boarding-houses and'sailors,” 
Judging from the lamentable accounts given 
of the sutroundings of this tavern, whivh 
for ovér a year harbored the feeble germ of 
Odd Fettowship, it would appear that they 
much resembled in character of accommo- 
dations and of inmates the sailor boarding- 
houses along the water front of San Fran- 
cisco. But matters important to the order 
took place during the oceupancy, of the 
Three Loggerheids, It was there that the 
first warrant toa United States lodge was 
granted from England; that Washington 
Lodge first grew in importance; that the Cov- 
enant and K:rmembrance degrees were 
first promulgated and first conferred; that 
the Grand Lode of Maryland and of the 
United States was instituted and heid its 
first session; that the Grand Lodge Degree 


Rule Degree was first conferred in America; 
that Washington Lodge received its secend 
charter, the warrant issued by the newly- 
organized Grand Lodge. So important were 
the transactions of the pioneer lodge dur- 
ing its Sojourn at this tavern of such un- 
promising appellation that one of the most 
erudite writers. of the order makes the 
sweeping assertion that nearly all of the 
inain features which mark the progress.of 
‘theorder im that early day date from the 
period when the wholeof American Odd 
Fellowship was eonfiued to that inn. 

In January, 1522, the lodge labored un. 
der such embarrassment that a removal to 
Wildey’s private dwelling in Stillhouse 
lane. was adopted as an absolute necessity. 
For four months, amid the greatest incon- 
venience and an entire suspension of 
“work,” the meetings were there con- 
‘ducted, The next move to Matthew 
Blakeley’s public house was a decided 
change for the better. This was located at 
the northeast corner of Marsh Market 
space and Water (now Lombard) street. 
The accommodations were convenient and 
all things cheerful.

The move was urged by Atigustus Mathiot, 
and to him has been accorded much honor 
for his early, able, persistent and finally

unmixed blessings upon its members. The 
‘first particulars of this reform movement 
were of such far-reaching importance that 
they are worthy a short recital. 
had been reproached for belonging to “that 
bacchanalian club of Odd Fellows,” and, 
stung by the taunt, he introduced a resolu 
tionasfollows: 

“Resolved, that this lodge will hereafter 
abolish the use of liquors of any kind in the 
lodgerogm.”’ 

The members se sympathized with 
Mathiot in-his indignation, and were so 
taken by surprise, that the resolution was 
carried with littie opposition. It will be 
observed that thus, without reflection and 
almost without remonstrance, a telling blow 
was dealt at one of the most ancient and 
time-honored féaturés—a feature which had 
had not a little.to do in originating the fra- 
ternity and holding it together. The reso- 
lution, however, came to little at that time. 
Brother Adams, who succeeded Blakeley as 
host, the historian tells us, looked upon the 
whole proceeding as tending to injure his 


business, and that he had just cause for | 


grievance in that he had been selected for 
personalinsult onthe part of the lodge. 
His lugubrious plaint resulted in his con- 
tinuing to solicit custom during that part of 
the business known as “harmony,” and 
bringing into the lodgeroom such refresh- 
ments as visitors might desire. 

But the resolution was the death blow to 
the convivial feature, and the “Maryland 
Reform” finally resulted in Washington 
Lodge securing quarters vacated by the Ma- 
sonic fraternity at the intersection of 
Cheapside, Calvert and Water streets, 
Here the lodge provided refreshments in an 
ante chamber, in violation of the spirit of 
the resolution, until in no long time Ameri- 
ean Odd Fellowship became a temperance 
society to all intents and purposes. 

It may be of interest to state here that 
the “old usage”’ still obtains in England, 
and that at the session of the “‘annual mov- 
able committee,” held at Lancaster on May 
20, 1872, a resolution was introduced to the 
effect that ‘‘no liquor be allowed during the 
sittings of this meeting,” but an overwheim- 
ing majority suppressed it. 

ODD FELLOWSHIP SPREAD 
throughout the country from the year 1828 
with more er less steadily increasing 
growth, with the exception of the great 
anti-Masonic decade from 1826 to 1836, at 
which time Odd Fellowship suffered more 
than the older and more influential order. 
In ‘Massachusetts Odd Fellowship suc- 
cumbed entirely to the rage of fury against 
secret societies, and in the Presidential 
election of 1832 Vermont was carried by 
the anti-Masonic party. Upon the cessa- 
tion of that historical eraze Odd Fellowship 


came steadily to the front as an agent of’

‘Francisco Odd Fellows to meet under their 
own roof, to occupy a hall that will bea 
home for ourselves and those who will 
come after us. We,as Odd Fellows, owe 
something to ourselves} as we have a 
reputation to sustain; and by placing our- 
selves in a proper position before the com- 
inunity, we will sustain that reputation and

This address resulted in the subscription 
of $8669. On March 16, 1858, the Odd Fel- 
lows Hall Association of San Francisco 
was incorporated, with Martin White as 
president, The Frazen River excitement 
occurring at this time put a stop to pro- 
ceedings until November 12, 1858, when at 
the first annual meeting of the association 
new officers were elected, William B. Shel- 
den being the new president. New inter- 
est was manifested, contributions 
flowed in, and “Minerva Hail,” on-the 
northeast corner of Kearney and Bush 
streetss was purchased for $22,500. Work 
was immediately commenced to prepare the 
building for its new_occupants. The build- 
ing was 60 feet on Kearney street by 40 on 
Bush street, brick, three stories and a base- 
nent, The first story was leased for stores. 
he secona story, having its entrance on 
Bush street, was fitted up most luxuriously. 
On the east side was a subordinate and de- 
gree lodgeroom. On the south side were 
ante-rooms, cabinets, ete. On the west was 
fitted up a reading-room and. library. Tbe 
grand hall of the order, 60-by 34 feet. on 
the south side of the third was the 
most elegant and imposing of all i 
and in size.

The inauguration of this 
THE FIRST TEMPLE OF ODD FELLOWSHIP 

ON THIS COAST 
took place April 26, 1859. The city put on 
gala attire, and the procession was impos- 
ing, and excited the liveliest interest amoung 
ali citizens. All Odd Fellows’ lodges par- 
ticipated in the exercises. Hon. T. W. 
Freelon delivered the oration. The event 
was succeeded by unprecedented prespagiyy:

total receipts of the corporation from sales 
of stock, rents, ete., amounted to $32,238.50, 
disbursements, $31,244.51. The Hall Associ- 
ation continued to return reports of con- 
stint growth and enlargement during the 
succeeding years, In 1862 the order had 
outgrown the accommodations so gener- 
ously provided, and the purchase of Tucker 
Hall was effected February 7, 1863, and the 
hatl was fitted up and dedicated April 16, 
1863. This is ghe building at present known 
as Odd Fellows’ Hali in San Francisco. It is 
situated on the west side of Montgomery 
Street, south of California street, opposite 
the Safe Deposit building. This spacious 
building has been taxed to its utmost ca- 
pacity by the continued growth of the or- 
der, The Kearney-street property was sold 
December 18, 1863, for $30,000. In 1866 the 
new premises were extended by the pur- 
chase of a lot, 40x50 feet, adjoining in the 
rear. On this lot an addition to the build- 
ing was erected ata cost of $20,000. O e 
second floor of this extension is the nlain 
library. The need of more room became 
apparent and in 1876 further action was 
taken, resulting inthe acquisition of more 
property and affording more commodious 
accommodations for the order in San Fran- 
cisco. On the 8d of October, 1883. it was de- 
cided that the building on the corner of 
Market and Seventh streets should not cost 
over €225,000, and contracts were made 
upon that basis.

JOHN H. WHITE, GRAND SIRE. 

The imposing presence of John H. White, 
whose picture is given in this paper, cor- 
responds with the honors of his exalted 
oftice. .He has been described as a man of 
determination and strong will, at times 
blunt in speech and not given to svavity, 
but of unwavering integrity, true to his 
friends, and a lifelong supporter of the 
brothérhood. His systematic and indus- 
trious devotion to Odd Fellowship have 
made him worthy the conspicuous prefer- 
ment he has received. 

Mr. White was born in Stanford, Duchess 
county, New York State, February 29, 1820. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1848 and has 
siren ge his profession since that time. He 


oined the order, of which he has since be- 
come the head, the samé@ year in which he

coming a member. of Genessee L 
Rochester, New York. In 1851, 
cember 19th, he join 
Albion, Olean county, N. ¥., and still re- 
mains a member of that body. He was ad- 
mitted to the Grand Lodge of Northern 
New York in 1858, received the Encamp- 
ment Degree in 1853 at Albion, and was ad- 
mitted to the Grand Encampmentof North- 
ern New York in 1856, @ was elected 
Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of New 
Yerk in 1859. He advanced from honer to 
honor until elected Deputy Grand Sire in 
1884. In 1886 he was elected Grand Sire. 
Secretary rem he the learned and elo- 
quent historian of Odd Fellowship, now 
deceased, selected Mr. White, in 1869, to 
prepare a digest of the laws of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, which work has 
been carried on up to this time, “White’s 
Digest”? being the recognized authority as 
to the laws of the order. Mr. White has at- 
tended every session of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge since 1865, and is one of the oldest 
executive members of that body. The Grand 
Sire, therefore, is entitled to his last promo- 
tion as of right, a fitting recompense for the 
long years of industry, capability and ardor 
spent in the ranks and at the front. 

GEN. JOHN C. UNDERWOOD, DEPUTY GRAND 


SIRE AND COMMANDER OF PATRIARCHS 
MILITAN. 


Gen. John Cox Underwood is the son of 
one of the heroes of 1812, He was born at 
Georgetown, D. C., September 12, 1840, in 
the old ancestral home, while his father 
was attending Congress. On his mother’s 
side, Gen. Underwood isa direct, descend- 
ant of a Danish general, Threlkeld, who in- 
vaded England under William of Nor- 
mandy. He graduated as aeivil engineer 
upon attaining his majority, and entered 
the Contederate army, serving mainly asa 
military engineer in Virginia. Upon com- 
ing west, after the battle of Chancellors- 
‘ville, he fell ill,and upon the retreat of 
Bragg from ‘Lullahoma, Tenn., was taken 
prisoner, and soyremained until the war 
closed. He was “paroled by President Lin- 
coln just before the assassination of that 
statesman. ln 1875, the Democratic 
party nominated and elected him Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. He made an_- hon- 
orabie record during his four years 
term as President of the Senate. Since the 
expiration of his term of office Gen. Under- 
wood has made a marked success as a jour- 
nalist, and as general manager of the Cin- 
cinnati News-Journal has had much influ- 
ence in the councils of the Nation. 

The Oda Fellows have found in hima 
useful oflicer,a man of strong commen 
sense, a forcible speaker, of utmost seif-re- 
liance, fearless to a fault and evergetic to a 
superlative degree, He has been conspicu- 
ous in the Grand Lodge of his State and as 
representative to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, but his greatest work bas been in 
the degree of Patriarchs Militant, which 
owes its construction and. military organi- 


. | zation to his individual labors. 


GEORGE W. DILKS. 

The Senior Representative from the 
Grand Lodge of New York is Mr. George 
W. Dilks of New York city. He was born 
in New Brunswick, N. J., from whence he 
moved to the netropolisand acted as Police 
lnspector from 1860 to 1887, when he was 
honorably retired.

THEODORE A. ROSS. 
The Grand Secretary, Theodore A. Ross, 
was born jn Newark, N. J. He was initi- 
ated in Eagle Lodge No, 100 and Mahkete- 
wah Encampment No, 32 at Cincinnati, O., 
in 1849. He removed to Indianapolis in 
1852, jained Philoxenian Lodge No. 44 and 
Metropolitan Encampment No. 5, serving 
as Scribe and Chief Patriarch in the latter 
body. In 1855 he returned to New Jersey, 
where he rapidly gained all the honors the 
State body could afford. On December 1, 
1873, he entered upon the duties of Assistaat

THK ORDER IN LOS ANGELES. 


Sketch ot Its Kise, Progress and 
Achievements—Fonur Lod zes. 

The history of Odd Fellowship in Los 
Angeies presents some striking contrasts, 
Not only does the time covered represent a’ 
great-stride in the growth of population and 
wealth of the city, but it also shows a com- 
plete change inthe temper of the people 
and in the’policy ofthat imperial religion, 
which for centuries has presented its glit- 
tering hosts in unbroken ranks, hostile 
and militant, against“ secret societies. 
Since the year 1853 the opinions and the 
policies which nearly wrecked Odd Fellow- 
ship in the anti-Masonic decade, and which 
predominated in Los Angeles in the 
above year, have so far changed that they 
have instituted among the young nien of 
this city a strong and lusty co-worker in 
benevolence through the instrumentality of 
asecret society. The moral change has 
been no more complete than the material 
one, in order to fully appreciate the sur-. 
roundings of those seven men who received 
a dispensation for the organization of Los 
Angeles Lodge, No. 35, a very different 
picture of Los Angeies must be drawn from 
that which delineates the stately blocks 
and sculptured fronts which now adorn her 
busy thoroughfares. Strip the mansions 
from the hills above the city, and leave 
them brown and bare in the summer sun, as 
they were when. : 

FREMONT PLANTED HIS GUNS 
upon ‘their heights in 1841. Along their 
summit where now are some of the finest 
dwellings of the city, was then only the 
trench, some two feet deep, dug by Fre- 
mont’s soldiers, The earth thrown up from 
the trench forméd alow, crest along the hill 
for some 250 yards. If one had 
st upon that modest embankment, insig- 
nifieant .in appearance at that time, but 
stupendous in its effect upon the future of 
this city, the view of the fertile Los Angeles 
Valley would not have presented the count- 
less Spires of commodious churches, the 
dome ofan imposing cathedral, the towers 
of business biocks of stone, iron and glass, 
nobands of -stee! traversing it from one 
side to the other, making continuous. 
spans from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
ad the spectator chanced to stand upon 

that primeval parapet at that calm hour 
when the green valley—for it was green 
then as now—was tosing its emerald be- 
neath the somber mantie of the ghia: no 

jad electric lights would have burst 
ito dazzle the sight and to replace the 
dcortonet of the day with the dia- 
diadem of the night. The electric 
@ mystic phantasy in the brain of 
prat that time, The overland rail- 
roads less a possibility than was the civil 
war. A doubie-track cable road to East Los 
Angeles as undreamed of as are the bank- 

houses and business blocks of that 
quarter. Some idea of the prospect from 
that embankment above the valley may be 
gained when it is known that , 

THE FIRST LODGE 
of Odd Fellows in this city assembled in the 
upper room of an adobe building, one and 
one-half stories in height, which was situ- 
ated upon the site of what is now .the St. 
Eimwo Hotel. The ground floor was used 
for a family dwelling and restaurant or 
hotel, a funda, as they are called in Span- 
ish. The block extending from Sonora 
street to Temple street was partly vacant, 
adobe houses standing at intervals along it. 
One of these w :s a long adobe belonging to 
Ulpiano Yndart, who for the past ten 
years has been Treasurer of Santa 
Barbara county. In front of the 
lodge stood the Bella Union, then a 
one-story adobe, afterward rebuilt and 
called the St. Charles Hotel, a name it still 
retains. Stirring reminiscences attach to 
that; historic, festive gathering, »excited 

litical meetings, yes, even human blood 
fas been spilled upon the street fronting 
the old Odd Fellows’ Hall, and the red 
hand of murder has been raised aloft and 
done the work in the precincts sacred tothe 
memory of the first friendly grip of an Odd 
Fellow. In 1853 the old Stearns mansion 
occupied the corner where is now the Baker 
block, Dr. Winston’s @rug store occupying 

rtof the space between there and the 
Bella Union, the rest of the frontage being 
vacant. On the northeast corner of Com- 
mercial and Main streets stood 
the establishment of Foster & 
Wadham. On the opposite corner was the 
headquarters of Pollak & Goodwin. This 
is the site of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank, and the Mr. Gvodwin, whose name 
appears as a member of the above firm, now 
controls the destinies of the bank, as vice- 
president and director, upon the very spot 
where stood his mereantile house 35 years 
ago. An uncommon coincidence in this Na- 
tion of bustle and change. Mr. Goodwin 
also enjoys the honor ot being one of the 
seven to whom a dispensation was granted 
for the organizing of the pioneer lodge of 
Los Angeles Odd Fellows. The gentle- 
man remembers those days distinctly, 
and his eyes twinkle as he looks back 
fondly to 
“THE DAYS OF OLD, THE DAYS OF GOLD,” 
even though the later years have brought 
the prizes of life. At that time, when the 
first lodge met, Temple block was. repre- 
sentea by a two-story building, the lower 
half adobe, the upper half frame. From 
the corner of Main and Commercial to 
or Sage street on Main vas part way an 
adobe wall, broken by the Lanfranco 
House, the Star Hotel, all of adobe, of 
course. There was a small brick building 
as far outas Main and Third streets. It 
was one and one-half stories in height and 
owned by an old pioneer, Mr. Hunter. 
Back of the building at the corner of Main 
and Spring extended the adobe walls of a 
corral inciosing the site of the old court- 
house afterward built. At the corner 
of Court and Main streets was an 
adobe livery stable, pext thereto on fMain 
being Judge Nichols’s place, and hal -way 
down toward First street, near Lilich s res- 
taurant, or the California restaurant, was a 
house called *‘Los Coradores,”: on account 
of the somewhat spacious corridor in front. 
Between there and the corner stood the 
frame weather-boarded house of Balcazar, 
the Iumber having been brought around 
the Horn. On the corner of Spring and 
Court a corral fronted the property where 
now isthe old courthouse, and below on 
Spring stood two or three iron houses, 
trophies of Yankee ingenuity, which 
had also come around the Horn. 
These unique dweilings, with ihe 
queer _ little gables _ stickjng out 
toward the street were in odd contrast to 
the earthern walls and Mexican type of 
architecture surrounding them. Los An- | 
geles street had then, as now, its “Nigger | 
alley,” low adobes, the haunt of gamblers | 
and vice,-as it has ever remained. Com- | 
mercial street was not cut through east of | 
Los Angeles street, and on the southeast |

1853 halt bailtup, The e¢ity generally had 
no more than 2500 »opulation, and of ‘these

Such was the city of Los Angeles when 
Odd Fellowship was first seriously thought 
of, and the organization of a led¢e first 
meditated in earnest. It was some 
after the project was first broached that the 
requisite seven qualified Odd Fellows were 
found. Finaly the following-named pioneers 
met together: Drown, William O. Ardin- 
ger, L. C. Goodwin,M, M. Davis,Alex Crabb, 
E. W. High and M. L. Goodman, The first 
meetings of an informal and advisory na- 
ture were’ held at different places prior to 
the attendance of the full complement of 
seven members with cards. The last of 
these to join the party was M. M, Davis. 
Mr. Goodwin says that the ‘six others 
waited some time for him, be being at the 
“southern mines,” an expression which old- 
timers will remember. as applving at that 
time to the Mariposa mines. Upon this ac- 
cession of the required number, a dispensa- 
tion was granted from the Grand Lodge to 
| Los Angeles Lodge, No, 35, LO.0.F. This 
yenerable document now adorns the 


wall of the Odd Fellows’ Hall, in 
the Oxarart building, on Spring 
street. t authorizes the above named 


seven brothers to organize in the town of 
Los Angeles with an_0) a lodge to 
be known as Los Angeles Lodge No. 55. 
Jt is dated Sacramento, December 31. 1854, 
and signed John F. Morse, Most Worthy 
Grand Master: T. Rodgers Johnson, KR. 
W. Grand Secretary. About the time of 
the organization of the first lodge; and con- 
spicuous in its affairs in the early years,

was Dr. D. E. Miles. This gentleman wiil 
be well reryembered by old-timers when his 
name is,called to mind, He was of an 
adventurous spirit, and afterward joined 
| the celebrated filtbustering expedition to 
Sonora. Another of the pioneers not named 
in the dispensation, but_an active member 
of the first lodge was John Q. A. Stantey, 
since deceased. Mr. Goodwin says that, as 
near as he can recollect, the first meetings 
were held with G. E. Drown as Noble 
Grand, M. L. Goodman as Vice Grand, and 
himself as Secretary. The records of the 
lodge give: N.G., M. L. Goodman; V.G., W. 
O. Ardinger; R. Secretary, L. C. Goodwin; 
Treasurer, W. High; Deputy District Grand 
Master, Ezra Drown. These latter officers 
were probably installed later on, and after 
the affairs of the lodge-had assumed perma 
nent shape. The charter was granted to 
the same parties, dated March 29, 1855, be- 
ing the thirty-sixth year of the order in 
North America. The charter is signed by 
E. W. Colt, Grand Master. - The’ first meet- 
ing was held in the hall of the one- 
and-a-half-story building above mentioned 
standing where now stands the St. Elmo 
Hotel. The room was 18 by 30 or 35 feet in 
size. The furniture consisted of the ordi- 
nary chairs and tabies then in use. “Any- 
thing was good enough for us. in those 
days,” said Mr. Goodwin when askea to 
describe the lodgeroom. ‘The set of regalia 
was made of plain linen, bound with ap- 
propriate colors, and was made by Mr. 
Goodwin. Such was the modest beginning 
34 years ago of that order whose work has 
culminated with the magnificent gathering 
now crowding the splendid buildings which 
Stand w.ere once were the adobe walls of 


cattle co-rals, 
The order grew slowly for. 
time, but by 1869 there was need 


for another lodge, and in that year, on 
July 9th, being the 51st year of the Amer- 
ican order, Golden Rule Lodge No. 160 of 
this city was granted permission to organ- 
ize. Again, after many prosperous years, 
in 1885, a third lodge was organized on Sep- 
tember llth, namety Goodwill Lodge No. 
323. ‘The name of Nathaniel Cook, Grand 
Master, is attached to their charter and W. 
B. Lyons, R. W. Grand Secretary, takes the 
thatof T. Rodgers Johnsen, who 
or many years held the pen of the Grand 
Lodge. The growth of East Los Angeles 
resulied in the establishment ot a lodge in 
that quarter and the three links decorate 
the front of one of the handsomest build- 
ings on that side of the river. Today the

Although Los Angeles No. 35 received 
its dispensations shortly after the issue at 
Sacramento, December 31, 1854, it was not 
until the receipt of its. charter that any 
initiations were made. The eharter is dated 
March 29, 1855, audin the following month 
the first initiation was made. The first 
work of the lodge, as shown by the revister, 
was on April: 16, 1855, .when Edward 
Hunter was admitted to the mysteries and

The material or the energ 
of the lodge appear to have been pretty well 
exhausted by this result, for but one thew 
name appears upon the roll as having been 
added during the remainder of the year— 
that is the name of A. J. von ‘Trump on the 
25th of November. It appears from the . 
above list, taken from the lodge register, 
that the accessions for the tirst year of the 
order in this city numbered 27, these drawn 
from an available population of something 
less than 500, ‘The followihg year was one 
ef slow growth. The name of William 
Henry Perry, now so well known, was 
written upon the lodge roll January 9, 1856; 
Augustus Ulyard’s June 13th of that year; 
John Turner, July 9th, and F. L. Welter- 
green, September 3d following. For some 
ten years or' more the affairs of the lodge 
were no more promising as far as concerned 
increase of membership, Samuel Ayers was 
admitted May 12,1858.by cardjand Paul Kern 
on August llth. of that year, also became 
affiliated. On March 21, 1859, Andrew 
Jackson King became an Odd Fellow, as 
also did George Walter, on November 2d, In 
1863, on November 4th; Isaias W. Hellman 
wrote his name upona check for Friend- 
ship, Love and Truth. Itis not necessary 


j to state that Mr. Hellman’s checks are 


good. John M. Griffith, another millien- 
aire, drew on the same fund on February 
19th of the year following. Two years 
‘ater, July 11, 1866, Mr. Thomas E. Kowan, 
now conspicuous in the political arena, 
svught and won the honors of Odd Fel- 
lowship 

So also did Rabbi R. W, Edelman on January 
1866, as wellas many others, In fact, 
1865 and 1866 were periods of rapid growth, 
exceeding the month of June, 1855, before 
spoken of. -Large numbers were added 
during those years. Among the prominent 
men who joined subsequently may be men- 
tioned A. K. Davis, February 5, 1868, and 
on March 4, 1868, a date memorable as the 
inauguration of U. §. Grant for his first 
term, Andrew Joughins was inaugurated as 
a member of the mystic order. John 
M. Thomas —s September 20, 1871, 
and Jerry Illich on November 28, 1877. 
The personel of the pioneer lodge has been 
given at some length, as it is believed a 
better appreciation can be had of the growth 
of Odd Fellowship here in that way than 
in any other. It will be seen thatthe old 
lodge attracted to it in those early days the 
solidest and most enterprising and pubiic- 
spirited men in the communtty;. nor has it 
lost its grip upon 204 class of men. 
Although. working “beside three young

Perhaps as a result of the rapid growth or 
Lodge No. 35in 1865 and 1866, continuing 
in some degree until 1869, 1t became evident 
that a new lodge was desirable.

Awerican portion, and the work of officers 
and committees in the order necame oner- 
ous and meyer trey Be that as it may, the 
fact is that in the latter year a charter was 
applied for to organize a second lodge of 
Odd Fellows in Los Angeles, and the de- 
sired instrument was gran on July 9th 
by John B. Harmon, Grand Master.

IN GAUDY ARRAY. 


The Oity Beautifully Decorated for 
4 the Odd Fellows. 

After the hottest morning of the season, 
yesterday, a cool breeze from the ocean 
swept over the city at noon, bringing relief 
to every one. As the aerial tide flowed 


. through the main streets, it set festoons of 


bunting to vibrating, cypress and palm 
branches swayed to and fro, great banners 
flapped heavily, and thousands of little 
flags snapped stiffly in the breeze. All the 
business part of the city was blooming with 
bright colors and rich designs, in honor of 
the visiting Odd Fellows. Stores were 
handsomely draped, offices had their win- 
dows decorated, large buildings displayed 
heavy masses of bunting, and every little

But few private houses were decorated, 
the being confined to the business 
streets.

Bellevue avenue. 

: North Spring’ street was the handsomest 
of the decorated streets, and it is hard to 
speeity individuals where all did so well.

Of all the windows so lavishly decorated 
ergs Sa the city, those of the Los An- 
celes Furniture Company, at No. 259 North 
Main street, are the best worth seeing, ‘I'he 
awning outside is friiged with a 10ng strip 
ofcrimson cambric, while flags ate looped 
around. But the windows have no cheap 
decorations, and the be uty of the display 
is all the greater fordts simplicity. In the 
one window are the materials for curtains 
and portiereres, rich figured silks, delicate 
laces and magnificent plushes and velvets, 
The delicate yellows and greens of the 
silks, the white and cream of the laces, and 
the heavy crimson and blue of the veivets 
make a perfect combination. Floral mats 
of pink and white enhance the harmony of 
color, but two ornamental! heads in the back- 
ground,though pretty enough in themselves, 
injure the artistic ensemble. The valae ot 
the goods in. this wiudow is not less than 
#1500. The other window 1s equally artistic, 
and displays a set of furniture of great 
beauty of make and material. The back- 
ground is of white lace, draped with folds 
of red and white silks, while before it hangs 
a shield of the Odd Fellows, supported by 
graceful loops of deep biue velvet. _ In the 
plate glass is reflected the crimson of the 
awning in frent, and it makes an effect like 
the blending of beautiful hues of the soap 
bubbles that children used to blow in days 
gone by.

THE NEW COURTHOUSE 


at Fort, Temple and New High streets, now | 


in the course of completion, were also 
drawn by this firm.

STREET RAILWAYS. 

There are more miles of street railways 
in Los Angeles than in any“city of its size 
in the world. The cable lines now under 
way will give it the best cable qystem in 
the State. 

Of the horse-car lines, the Central line is 
theovldest, It runs from the west end-of 
Ninth street along Sixth, Hil, Fort, 
Spring, Main, Upper Main and San Fer- 
nando streets, across the river along Dow- 
ney avenue "to Hoff street, in East Los 
Angeles. 

The Boyle Heights line runs along Main 
and Aliso steets to Evergreen Cemetery, 
in the east of Bolye Heights. 

' The First-street line runs from the corner 
of First and Main to Boyle Heights. 

The City line runs from the end of 
' Figueroa street, in the southwestern part of 
the city, through Olive, Fifth, Main, Buena 
Vista and San Fernando streets, past the 
Southern Pacific depot, across the river to 
the east- end of Downey avenue, in East 
Los Angeles. These four Jines have been 
absorbed by the Los Angeles Cable Com- 
pany, whose oper.tions. will be described 
further on in this article: |. 

The Main-street and. Agricultural Park 
liné- runs from’ Temple block along Main 
street and Wushington street to Agricul- 
tural Park, ‘in the Sonthwest of the city, a 
distance of ‘four } It has. recently 
doudle-tracked fer the whole distance. A 
hew single traek has also been laid from 
Main‘and Washington-streets, via Jefferson 
stréet, to Figueroa street, a distance of 
about a mile anda half. This company has 
14 cars and runs a three-minute service 
during the busy hours of the day. 

OTHER CABLE LINES. 

To Los Angeles belongs the distinction 
of having been the third city in the Union 
to put into operation the cable system of 
street railroads, and the first on the Pacilic 
Coast to use the electric system. 

The Los Angeles [Improvement Company 
projected and built the first cable road, the 
Second-street cable line. uring the past 
year this line has passed into the possession 
of James McLaughlin, who was one of the 
heaviest stockholders in the old company. 
When the construction of this hae. was de- 
cided upon its objective point was, as Some 
expressed it, “nowhere,’’ since it ‘designed 
extending to the extreme western limits of 
the city, where nobody lived and where fots 
could be purchased for 200 or less. But 
the success of the road was a matter which 
the company seemed to look upon as inevit- 
abié, and work was pushed upon itas rap- 
idiy as possibie. Work was commenced in 
April, 1s85, andin October following the 
road was ready for business. At the same 
time the business was ready for the road. 
The remarkable development of the west- 
ern hill section traversed by this road is 
one of the most uoteworthy pbases of the 
city’sgrowth. That part of town is now 
covered with fine residences, and property 
is worth from five to ten times us much as 
it was before the road was built. 

The cost of the line was $77,500. Itis 
substantially builtand thoroughly equipped 
in every respect, The passenger coaches 
are drawn by the open grip car, which also 
Seats a number of passengers. The line is 
about one afid a half miles, in length, ex- 
tending from Spring street along Second 
street to Lake Shore avehue, thence west 
on Diamond street to Ellis College. 

In May of last year a dumuy-iine exten- 
sion of this road, built by James McLangh- 
lin, was opened tor travel, It runs from 
the terminus on the Second-street line 
along Belmont avenue te Temple street, 
thence west about halt a mile, thence south- 
west around the base of the hills to Dia- 
mond street, thence west to the city limits. 

Assoon as the Second-street line was 
finished the property-owners on Temple 
street, encoura by the suecess of that 
road, organized a company for the construc- 
tion of the Temp'e-street cable line, Work

THE ELECTRIC ROAD. 

re previousiy stated, Los Angeles was | 
the first city on the coast to introduce an _ 
electric railroad, and ig still the only Pacific 
Coast city which possesses one. The Picu- 
street line was opened for business at the 
beginaing of last year, and has worked very 
successfully. From First street to the 
terminus on Pico street, it is now about 
four half miles tong. Iy November 
last this road carried 40,000 passenger’. 
The road was projected by Col. C. LL. How- 
land, president, and constructed by him 
and associates. The motor system is known 
as the Daftsystem. The handsome cars are 
trom a Philadelphia factory. It is a favorite 
road with the citizens and tourists and has- 
been taxed to its capacity, but. a large’ 
additional amount of new rolling stoek 
should be added as soon as possible, - 

T he franchise of the electric railway ex- 
tends from the Plaz@ along Los Aigeles 
and Wall streets, Maple: avenue and Los 
Angeles street to the southern limits of the 
city, with branches on Seventh street east, 
Pico streét west, to the western limits of 
the city, and south to the southern limits, 
Cars are now running from First street to 
Pieo, and thence west to the city — 
where they connect with an extension one 
mile west along the mesa known as Pi co 
Heights. 

From Pico street south to the city limits 
the track is laid, and cars are running, con- 
necting with an extension about one mile 
beyond the city limits. 

On Seventh street east to Mateo Street, 
along that street and Legrand street to 
Santa Fé avenue and the southern city 
limits the cars are running by horse-power, | 
bu t will be supplanted by electricity. 

This will make altogether about eleven 
miles of electric road, being the longest in 
the world. The central station, where the 
electricity is generated, is situated at the 
corner of Eleventh and Maple avenue. The 
cars now run every half hour, buta new 
and more powerful boiler has been put in, 
which will enable them to run every 10 


minutes and up to midnight as soon as the q 


company gets more cars, 
THE NEW CABLE SYSTEM. 

Reference has already been made to the 
Los Angeles Cable Railroad Company. This 
company is preparing to give Los Angeles ,

They are accused of retarding the 
cause of temperance by working (not 
openly, but yet practically) with a na- 
ton party which always has been, 
and still is, the apologist for and the 
defender of the whisky element, and of 


endeavoring, in conjunction with that: 


party, to defeat the candidates of the 
party which has actually made and 
“executed temperance laws, and de- 
clared its readiness to do more work in 
the same line. : 
e On the other hand, the Prohibition 
Christians- are asking their fellow- 
workers in the church who oppose 
their prehib'tion theories, don’t 
you vote as you pray?”’ ‘ 
In a matter of such serious difference 
‘between people, it is 
’ well that-reasons should be given and 
questions asked and answered in some- 
thing like a judicial spirit, and with a 
readiness to learn and be converted, 
‘each just disputant recognizing. at all 
times the fact of his own as. well as bis 
‘neéighbor’s fullibility.

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IN ALASKA. 


THE PICTURK:QUH SHORES OP 
PYKAMLD BAY. 


A Los Angeles Lady Tells Her Pxq 
periences — Viewing the Giassy. 


Giaciers — Towering Mountains 
and a Neapolitan Bay—Some Fish 
and Kish Cannerfes. 


{Extracts from a Private Letter.) 
(Alaska), Bay, 
Wednesday, August 22, 1888. 

. . « After leaving Juneau and 
Douglas Islands (both on the same 
small bay, one-half mile wide and 10 
long), we steamed for this, our highest 


point. 


We came in sightof the Davidson 
glacier at 6a.m., and onturning the 
point which forms this: snug bay, we 
had a grand view of it. The waters of 
several mountains meet on one large 
plateau, and there freeze into one great 
sea ofice. From the ship it looked 
like a stormy and billowy sea. Upon 
leaving here this evening we will have 
even a better view of it, as the sun will 
be in a more favorable relation to it. 

After breakfast quite a party of us 
were asked to board a lighter and steam 
across. the bay to the mouthof the 


Chilkat River, where the fish is 
caught for this cannery. The 
trip was delightful, the air cool 


and bracing from the surrounding 
glaciers. This bay is named for a 
small island (or peninsula, perhaps) 
that stands out from the eastern shore 
and in the exact form of a pyramid, 
about as high as the greatest of the 
Egyptian. It has a base of rock, fin- 


‘ished out with a pale green foliage, 


contrasting finely with the deeper 
green of the mountain background. 
All the mountain tops are pyramidal 
in shape, and between the many peaks 
are white and‘pale green glaciers. 
What brings us here is the large can- 
nery owned by a San Francisco com- 
pany. We have been through it and 
seen salmon whole at one end, finely 
sealed and cooked in cans at the other, 
all within an hour’s time. We are 
taking on a shipload of the boxed cans 
here. Chinese do the most of the 
work. In future shall never 
use the ‘Raven’ brand of canned 


salmon. The name was adopted to con- 


fuse customers, as the favorite “*Bagle”’ 
brand of Portland is the best in the 
The brands will compare 
quite as favorably as the birds from 
which they are respectively named. G. 
and I went tosee some Indians in their 


huts along the beuch. They are filthy 


and lazy, but manage to eke out a live- 
lihood by hunting and fishing. They 
showed us all kinds of fox and bear 
skins, but asked fabulous prices for 
At Juneau we priced some sea- 


fox, $20, and fine fine black fox, $75. 
The lynx-mounted aré $30 and $40, not 
half so handsome as the cougar skin 
from South America. After this we 
will fully appreciate our animal skins. 
We bought some lovely Indian 
blankets for $2.50 apiece, two of them. 

From here we go down to Sitka, 
through quite another channel from 
the one we cume.up in. Then weego 
up to Juneau again fc: mor fr ‘ght. 
This is decidedly a_ freignt-voat, 
though it is made very pleasant for 
passengers. 

Friday. 24th.—We sailed from Chil- 
kat to Glacier Bay yesterday, coming 
back on our course for some hours, 
then turning north again. We en- 
countered the most beautiful icebergs, 
large and small, all the way up the icy 
straits that lead to Glacier Bay. They 
were in every form, and varied in 
color, taking in all the shades of blue 
and green. We entered the bay about 
noon, to find ourselves face to face. 
with the great Muir Glacier, ‘the 
largest in the world,” they say. It is 
bounded by ranges of purple mountain 
peaks, all flecked with snowy white 
glaciers. These contribute to the Muir, 
which has the appearance of a great 
river of ice trending to the sea. I 
will carry a photo of it home, so you 
can form some idea of it. 

We left the glacier at 3 p.m. and 
sailed to a fishery in another bay, 
Where G. got some beautiful flowers 
and ferns. Everyone remarked on the 
artistic taste displayed in his arrange- 
ment of them. He and are the Fa. 
vorites of the ship. They are so much 
better-behaved than any of the other 
babies. 

This morning we awoke to find our- 
selves at a very picturesque spot,where 
the town of Kilisnoo is situated. It is 
the headquarters for a salted-fish com- 
orgs Il caught a fine ‘thake’’ from 

e wharf before breakfast. 

Night before last nearly all the pass- 
ers were poisoned by eating the soup, 
some canned stuff. I presume I was 
one of the victims, and for a night and 
aday was quite ill. I finally took some 
homeopathic pills and was cured. 
Everyone seems well today. 

We had an exciting sail today through 
some ‘‘narrows’’ where the tide rushes 
at a great rate, and the channel is very 
crooked, shallow and full of sunken 
rocks. There are buoys now placed 
along the channel. Our captain once 
met with asad experience there. He 
lost his ship, and, with 30 passengers, 
had to live on shore for five weeks. 
He was on the lookout today and verg 
nervous. He told us all about jt as we 
stood near him on the hurricane deck, 
or the “‘bridge.”’ Wehad to feel our 
way along. The scenery, as usual, 
Was Varied and sublime. Range after 
range of snow-capped mountains, 


flanked by lower and _  darkly- 
wooded ranges. The route was 


unusually circuitous, and we had 
many glimpses ef the grand Pacifie. 
As we approached Baranhoff Island 
we came in sightof Mt. Edgecombe. 
It resembles Mt. Diabolo, though 
much higher. On the top is an extinet 
volcano, the crater being filled with. 
water, forming a lovely lake. I have 
not the altitude. | 

We anchored at Sitka this afternoon 
at4o'clock. This bay is considered 
second only in beauty to that of N aples. 
1 believe it to be even more beautifal 
for we bave here several high mountains: 
one Tange to the soutnwest. all topped 
eut with snow. ‘Tothe west Mt. Edge- 
combe, beautiful as Vesuvius. There 
are a hundred pretty islands. rock- 
bound and beautifully wooded, The 
town straggles around one cove of the 
bay,and in a rocky peninsula is the 
old Russian castle (?)—a barnlike old 
wooden building reached by a rotting 
de ‘omorrow we visit the 

ussian church and ot je

CATARRH, 


The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar di 
order of the nostrils and adjacent Dre whic 

revails to an alarming extent and is produc 

ive of very serious consequences. _ 

The r:ost prominent and characteristic fea- 
ture isa morbid discharge from the head, va 
rying in its nature at different times. 

In some there is an almost constant fiow of 
clear, acrid fiuid, but oftener an offensive, 
purulent or muco-purulent, greenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which accumulates in the 
nostrils or drops inte the throat, n itat- 
ing its frequent removal by blowing the nose 
or expectoration, and often by both processes, 
Sometimes patients feel as though their whole 
head wasin a state of rottenness, so great is 
the amount of matter discharged and so fetid 
is its odor. The patient is greatly annoyed by 
the constant dropping into the throat of tae 
morbid matter from the head, and as a recum- 
bent position naturally favors the flow down-’ 
ward, his rest is frequently disturbed from 
ibis cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie 
with the head very much elevated in order 
sleep with some degree of comfort. 

In others a tough, viscid and 
phiegm collects behind and above the so 
eeege in the passage between the throat and 
1ead, adhering to the parts with gluish tenac- 
ity. Its lodgment embarrasses respiration and 
creates a senéeation of irritation and uncaat- 
ness in the affected locality, which gives rise 
to aconstant and almost irresistible desire to 
relieve the discomfort by drawing the mucous 
into the threat so as to eject it by the mouth. 
This practice, populary known as “ hawking,”

Again, the offensive matter hardens and de- 
foun itself on the membrane in the shape of 
ry, hard concretions, which are discharg 
by way of the nostrils or throat in lumps or 
fragments of a deep green tint.

Occasionally a 
solid cast of notable size-is expelled, on which 
there are gencrally of blood but in 
some cases the cast presents a tubular ap- 
pearance, being of exact shape of the nasal 
cavity. This condition is indicative of ulcera- 
tion, which, in time, may destroy the bony 
structure of the nose and pro a. subse 
quent flattening of that organ. 
es are occasionally met with in which a 
thick, viscid, slimy secretjon coats the m- 
brane of the nasa! cavities and then putrefies, 
giving rise to a stench which is really over- 
powering. and sufficiently fetid to poison the 
atmosphere of a whole room; and therg are 
others in which a!l the secretions of the mem- 
brane are suspended, causing an ge. 
feeling of dryness, heat and teverishness in 


the head and nose—a 
known as “ Dry Catarrh.’ 
The disease speedily extends to the air cay- 
ities of the bones of the forehead and face, 
giving rise to a distressing sensation of hea 
weight or compression over the forehead, 
especially in the region above and between 
the eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, neat, ir- 
ritation, soreness or pain in the nostrils near 
the root of the nose, as well as in the upper 
part of the throat, above and behind the soft 
alate. Sometimes there is pain obstinately 
xed in some particular part, as in the temple, 
on the top of the head, at the back of the neck, 
or behind the orbi's, and, occasionally, 
manifests itself in the face of so severe a char- 
acter that it is frequently mistaken for neu- 


ralgia. 

Tne breath is always tainted and at times 
assumes an exceedingly Yetid and sickening 
odor. In some cases it becomes so revoitingly 
offensive.as to render the sufferer an ob- 
ject of disgust to himself as well 28 to others, 

The nasal membrane is thickened and con- 
gested, causing the nose be stopped up, 
sometimes on one side, sometimes on the 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a disa- 
greeable, stuffy sensation the head, and oo- 
casioning violent and prolonged paroxysms of 
| sneezing. 

The voice is weak, indistinct and husky, or 
of a nasal character, displaying a sort of snif- 
fing quality.

The Odd Fellows continued to pour into 
the city ali during the day yesterday, 
every train which arrived bringing its quota 
of representatives and visitors. During 
the morning several cantons arrived fram 
neighboring towns, who were met at the 
depots by the local brethren and escorted to 
headquarters, after which they were taken 
out to their camping-grounds. Gen. Russel! 
had telegraphed that he would arrive on the 
evening train from San Franedisco, with the 
Sacramento, San Francisco, Oakland, Santa 
Rosa and Red Bluffs cantons, and a recep 
tion committee was sent up w Newhall to 
meet the distinguished visitors. The com- 
mittee, as has been the usual custom, were 
well provided with the goud things of life, 
and when the first section arrived they 
divided, half going with tue first, and the 
remainder waiting for the second, on which 
was Gen. Russell and his staff. The first 
section, which had the Sacramento Canton 
on board, arrived at the depot about 7 
o'clock, where a large crowd was waiting 
to receive them, and the patriarchs were 
drawn up im line to await the second sec- 
tion, which came in about haif an hour 
after, when the procession was formed, 
headed by a brass band, and marched up 
town. Besides the Sacramento Canton 
there wére a number of members of other 
cantons and lodges on the train, but a com- 
plete list of these could not be obtained.

THE PASADENA IMBROGLIO. 


Marshal Mundell’s tpicy Letter to 
the Board of trnetres. 
The following letter was presented to the 
Pasadena Board of Trustees at th®ir session 
last week: 
To the Honorable Board of Trustces of | 
the City of Pasadena: Asthe Marshal of 
the city of Pasadena, and a member of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, I beg 
leave to offer the following report upon the 
matter of the charge against Police Office? 


haw: 

First, 1 will offer for your honorable con- 
sidgration my own views - to my powers 
and duties as Marshal, an 

Second, I will submit to you how I have 


exercised those powers and duties. 


As‘to the first proposition, I will say that 
I hold my,office as you hold yours—by vir- 
tue of an election by the péopie. 1 receive 
my authority from the same source and am 
auswerable to the same will that you are. 
lam as independent of you as you are of 
me. The same law that delegates to you 
= powers also delegates to me mine, and 

consider that 1 am answerable for my ac- 
tions to the people of Pasadena, who have 
intrusted this office t0 me, and not to you 
in any particular, as you are not answera- 
ble to me for your actions. I might justly 


be termed an autocrat and a usurper 
if I attemp to arrogate to wmy- 
self the right to overstep the lim-/ 
its that the law has prescribed, within 


which the Marshal shall act and attempt to 
pass ordinances and resoiutions or tv as- 
sume any of the functions that are propes) y 
and a exercised by the rd of 
Trustees. Yet I deem that I would have as 
much authority so to do as,the board has to 
trespass upon my lawful jurisdiction and 
assuine functions that the statutes of the 
State have delegated-expressly and exclu- 
wth to me. The.charter ofs¢ this city, : 
which grants to you ali the powers that you 
possess, states in plain, unequivocal lan- 
guage that “the department of police of 
said city shall be under the direction, and 
control of the Marshal.” Ordinance No. 
10, passed by 2 former board, creating a po- 
lice er or rather a police force, 
states in equally plain language that “the 
said force shall be under the control of the 
Marshal.” Now, whenever you undertake 


} either as a body yourselves, or by a police 


commission composed of your own mem- 
bers, or by a police captain, be he Shaw or 
whoever he be, to direct and control the po- 
lice department of this city, you are usurp- 
ing authority that belongs to me, and at- 


tempting to fexercise powers that the]. 


law has imposed * upon me to 6x- 
ercise, and for the proper 
ercise of which I am _ answerable 
directly to the people who have shown 
their confidence in me by electing me to 
this office, which I consider that I hold as a 
sacred trust for their benefit. 
Now, as to the second pro 
ous complaints were brought to me against 
Officer Shaw, whom you had appointed as 
Police Captain. I preferred charges against 
said officer, and, pending the examination 
of the same, suspended him from the 
force, You denied me the right to appear 
before you.by counsel, but called upon the 
City Attorney, who was notoriously Shaw’s 
friend, to conduct the examination of the 
witnesses, Numerous witnesses were 
sworn, who testified to Shaw’s drinking and 
being intoxicated while on duty. Among 
those testifying were two officers on the 
force, who were known to be my friends. 
These two officers were dismissed from the 
force by you, and Shaw was reinstated. 
The force, as it was then constituted, was 
supposed to be hostile to me, whioh made 
my position, to say the least, unpleasant. 
To add to my discomfiture, about the same 
time you refused to confirm the reappoint- 
ment of my most trusted deputy, John 
R. Slater. The law permits me to appoint, 
subject to your confirmation, one or more 
deputies, who receive no compensation 
except such fees as the office of Marshal is 
entitled to. For the action of these deputies 
I and my bondsmen are responsible. IL is 
very desirable and necessary that the t 
friendly and confidential relations should 
exist between the Marshal and his deputies. 
These relations were known wo exist be- 
tween Mr. Slater and’myseif, and ost 
as 
election must have known that it was my 
desire and purpose tocentinue Mr. Slater 
in the office of deputy, which he had se 


sition. Numer- 


trarily, for what reason or for what pur 

I know not, to deny me that desire. 

ever, stripped by you of my trusted deputy, 

provided by you with a police force un- 

friendly to me, I submitted,.and continued 

to do my duty to the best of my ability. 
Iam happy to say thatI have now no 


| cause to complain of any unfriendliness or 


any disposition to oppose my authority on 
the part of any of the present members of 
the foree, with the single exception of 
Shaw. After you had reinstated Mr. Shaw 
Lagain assigned him to duty, and continued 
him there as patrolman until [learned from 
sources the correctness of which I could not 
question that he had repeatedly and wil- 
fully violated the rules of the force, and 
had continuously indulged in abuse of me 
to the other members of the force. Believ- 
ing, under those circumstances, that he was 
a detriment te the police department of this 
city, and that I could not properly contro! 
the same with him on the force, I dismissed 
him. You thereupon orde me to prefer 
charges against him, which I declined to 
do, except to notify you that I disinissed 
him for insubordination. You thereupon 
reinstated him without investigation. But 
as I refused to assign him to duty you 
thought it necessary that something more 
be done, so you, by resolution, created a 
police commission, com of the Mar- 
shal and three members of your body, and 
the matter was referred to this commission. 

They investigated the matter of Shaw’s 
dismissal, and Mr. Shaw came before them, 
assisted by counsel. ‘lwo members of that 
commission have made a report to you, 
recommending that Shaw be retained on the 
force and reprimanded. As for myself, 
after listening to the testimony of five offi- 
cers, four of them being members of the 
police force, against whose united testi- 


mony was opposed only the statement of 


Shaw himself, I am satisfied that my action 
in dismissing him was founded upon good 
and sufficient cause, and was the wise and 
proper thing todo. And, in justice to the 
people of Pasadena, whom I serve; in jus- 
tice to my own self-respect as a man, and 
in justice to my own conscience and the 
Christianity that I profess, 1 cannot now 
consent that George R, Shaw shall serve on 
the police force of thisgity in any capacity 
while lam its Marshal, Very respectfully

‘The result of the work of the special 
committee of the House investigating 
foreign immigration is likely to amount 
to more than a few thousand copies of 
a report, which few read. The mein- 
bers vf*the committee are very earnest 
in the intention of having their labors 
followed up by suitable action, and 
there is-a very general inclination 
among legislators of both parties to 
take the matter 1n hand and push it 


vill be passed at the next session of 
this Congress, and that it will have the 
effect of keeping out most of the unde- 
sirable classes. Mr. Oates, of the 
committee, advocates w heavy head 
tax—Say $50. Othermembers are op- 
posed toa head tax of any amount. 
‘They say, with much show of reason, 
that if we don’t. want a pauper or 
criminal to immigrate here we don’t 
want him at any price. Another idea 
is to impose upon the steamship com- 
panies, who will work through their 
agents in the various countries, cer- | 
tain restrictions which will keep out 
all we don’t want here. It is proposed 
to make every one who wants to come 
here make oath as to whether he has 
ever been in jail; whether he has ever 
been kept by public or private charity; 
why he is coming here and what he in- 
tends to do; who pays his way; whether 
he intends to become a citizen, and 
other questions which will disclose the 
intention of the immigrant. If this is 
not satisfactory to our officers abroad, 
the immigrant should not be permitted 


sent back by the steamship company 

that brought him here. Then, again, 
it is considered by several members of 
the commission that it would be well to 
compel the immigrant to havea sufii- 
cient amount of funds to keep him at 
least three months. Immigrants would, 
of course, not be allowed to come un- 
der contract to labor, and when the im- 
migrant lands he would be required to 
make a new oath to the facts, and if he 
misrepresents the facts he would be 
sent to the penitentiary. 

Some of the above restrictions, if not 
allofthem, should certainly be en- 
forced without more delay than'is nec- 
essary. The commissioners found a 
terrible condition of affairs in New 
York. Our immigration laws are not 
enforced, or are of no account. Men 
were examined who had been-here for 
years, who were citizens, and who be- 
lieved this to be a kingdom and. the 
President a king. They send their 
money to their families in Italy, Hun- 
gary and other countries, live as de- 
gradingly and are no better in many 
instances than the Chinese. As we 
have frequently remarked, it is of little 
use to exclude the product of pauper 
labor, as long as we admit the laborers 
themselves without restriction. Our 
work is then only half done. In this 
we do not refer to worthy, industrious, 


moral men, however poor. they 
may be, who will assimilate 
with us. and .become. American 


citizens in something more than name. 
The time has not yet. come—it may 
never come—to place any restriction or 
tax upon such immigration as this. 
But the degraded and vicious element, 
which it is proposed to keep out, pre- 
sents a danger to this country which is 
far greater than the mere depression of 
wages which they cause. They con- 
sist of an element .which this great 
Republic, powerful as it is, cannot di- 
vest and assimilate in unlimited quan- 
tities. They threaten to swamp, by 
sheer force of numbers, the sturdy 
American stock. which century of 
free government has produced, and to 
undermine the foundations of that 
healthy moral public sentiment, with- 
out which no free government can long 
exist. Perhaps not within a couple of 


years, or in a decade even, may this 
evil culminate; bat, as. sure.as effect 
follows cause, if this horde of debased 
creatures, who are but one remove 
above the animal, continue to use this

A CRAPTER OF CRIME. 


Terrible Tragedy Kesulting from a 
Farmers’ Feud. 
MANCHESTER (Mo.), Sept..16.—jBy the 
Associated Press.}| Andrew Rheui, a well- 
to-do farmer, living six miles from here, 
was the central figure ina triple tragedy 
last night. For several months bad blood 
has existed between the Rheulland Fink 
families, Their farms adjoined, and their 
trouble was caused by some disparaging 
remarks made.by Rheull about Miss Annie 
Fink. For this he was soundly thrashed by 
Fink, the girl’s brother. Rheull went. to 
St. Louis yesterday and purchased a pistol, 
with the determination of killing the 
Finks. There were only two of them, 
brother and sister.- Rheull went to the 
home of the Finks, where he met Fred, 
and, without a word, shot him through the 
jaw. Without pausing to ascertain the 
condition of the first victim, he hurried on 
to complete his murderous work. et the 
house he found Miss Fink cooking supper. 
She had heard the reportof the pistol 
when her brother was shot,and seeing 
Rhuell approaching, sought safety in flight. 
She ran outof the house with the madman 
close upon her. track. Instead ef firing at 
her as she ran, he ehased her for a distance 
of 200 yards The r woman, after her 
long race for life, becoming utterly ex- 
hausted, turned and faced her pursuer with 
the appeal, “Mr. Rhuell, don’t shoot me!” 
This had no effect. He placed the muzzle 
of the pistol at her left breast and sent a 
bullet through her heart. Not satisfied 
with this, he fired again and again at his 
prostrate victim. He then returned home, 
reloaded his weapon, bade his wife and 
child adieu, and going to the barn blew his 
brains out. |

August 26, 1888, in company witha 


friend, I left Los Angeles for the San 
Jacinto Mountains. A four hours’ 


Tide on the Santa Fé road took us to 
_the town of San Jacinto, where we_ 


were met by a patientof mine whom I 
had considered to be at death’s door 
from phthisis. He was a_ postoffice 
clerk in Kansas City, and came to me 
nearly four years ago, with daily rise of 
temperature to 103°, night s weats, hard 
cough, purulent expectoration, marked 
emaciation, dullness in left apex, rales 
quite general over both lungs. He 
remained quite close to the coast for 
a year, but lost ground, and sua- 
denly determined to go to San Jacinto, 
where he ‘took up” a piece of 
Government land, Tnere was a steady 
improvement almost from the first. He 
has this season worked in the hayfield. 
While he is by no means a well man, 
yei the change for tre betier bas been 
wonderful. San Jacinto has an alti- 
tude of about 1400 feet. [tis too warm 
for comfort in the summer, yet numer- 
ous consumptives claim they gain most 
during the hot season. _[lere we hired 
two horses and a buggy for $3.50 per. 
day and drove 10 miles to the east to 
what is called ‘‘the foot of the grade,” 
where we stayed over night. The ac- 
commodations would have been real 
good, but for the fact that the beds 
were all engaged. ‘The consequence 
was we had to sleep on a straw pile ‘n 
the barn, but the food was good, and, 
like the straw, was clean. 

‘At4 o’clock a.m,,the next day, we 
started up the grade. The rig: is said 
to be about 33 feetin 100. <A. six- 
mule team has allitcan do to haul 
800 pounds up this steep road. The 

rade is two and a half miles long, and 
it usually takes at least three hours for 
u mule team to reach the top. It 
seemed to be the business ef every per- 
s0n we met totry to frighten us, and 
we came near not attempting to drive 
up, but finally did try, and our little 
team pulled us up in just an hour. 
We gave them arest about every 20 
yards. Once in a while, when we 
dared to take our eyes from our horses, 
we would glance back at the magnifi- 
cent landscape below us. 

When we arrived at the top of the 
grade we found ourselves at an alti- 
tude of 5200 feet, and in the edge of a 
beautif il fores: of towering pine and 
fir. For fourand a half miles we drove 
over a charming road aligned by the 
refreshing grevn trees, enswarded by 
grasses, bushes and many varieties of 
flowers—the rose and wild fuchsia pre- 
dominating. Our horses slaked tlitir 
parched throats and cooled their dry 
and heated feét in a musical mountain 


Stream. The blue-bird, the mocking- 
bird and the quai! were omnipresent, 


while the road-walker, with his long 
tail, marched along majestically before 
us, and the gray squirref’ran into hig 
hole near the top of the tree. The sun 
rose as we drove, and we felt that we 
were indeed in the heights. The cool, 
invigorating atmosphere brought to us 
through the pine boughs by a gentile 
breeze, fanned our foreheads and filled 
our lungs. 3 

A few cabins picturesquely located 
indicated that our morning drive was 
ended. It was 7:30 o’clock when we 
sat down with excellent appetites to a 
rural breakfast of oatmeal mush, bread, 
milk, ham, butter and coffee, ail of the 
best quality, in a primitive hotel. 

Here we passed a delightiul, dreamy 
day. The place is called Strawberry 
Valley. About 200 persons were living 
here in tents and cabins, but they all 
leave by the middle of October. Then 
the snows begin. Consumptives and 
asthmatics are here in considerable 
numbers, and when the snows fall they 
hasten to the valley, 38500 feet lower. 
We made arrangements to go tothe

igh, accompanied by Warner, the 
guide.. Bright and early we were u 
the following morning, and soon ha 
our horses go for going up the 
trail; but alas for the propositions of 
man! QOur horses began to buck and 
run around in a circle, and soon our 
well-arranged packs were flying in all 
directions. Strange to say, this dis- 
couraging episode evoked expressions 
of unbeunded mirth from all of the 
campers, who had gathered to see our 
brilhant cavalcade depart on its ad- 
venturous mission.

bers, but the intense stillness and tle 
sight of the Pleiades that watchect 
directly over our improvised bed would 
reassure us, and we would soon be 
dreaming of bears, devy, mountains 
and burros. 

At 4 o'clock in the morning we were 
up. After feeding our horses ‘and eat- 
ing a sandwich we started up ‘he last 
peak. We-reached the very top 38 
time to witness the sun rise 10 his 
splendor from beyond the Colo:'ado 
Desert that lay spread out below us 
its stupendous barrenness. What :8 
that dark, twisting onveghs about the 
size and travéling at about 
the gait ofasnail? It comes nearer, 
and we see that it isa freight train. 
The guide starts a boulfer over the 
eastern slope of the mountain, 
and we hear it ponecing. through 
the awful chasms below. From this 
peak the ocean can be plainly 
seen. But space will not permit me 
attempiing a description of what we 
saw from this wondrous height. On 
the topmost rock is a fruit-jar, with a 
cover carefully fitted with rubber, in 
which every vwisitor is expected to 
leave his card, with address and date 
of visit. The name of Dr. McLean, of 
Riverside, alone, represented the med- 
ical profession, and I prondly ~put in 
mine as the second in the list. 

Our trip back to Strawberry Valley 
was enlivened by a mountain thunder 
and hail storm, but the fir trees were 
like umbrellas, and protected us. 

This trip again revealed to me the 
wonderful variety of the Southern Cali- 
fornia climate. If an altitude of 1400 
feet is needed, it is to be found at the 
town and vicinity of San Jacinto; while, 
at Strawberry Valley there is an at- 
mosphere redolent with the fragrance 
of the pine forests, and an altitude of 
5200 feet. At Tauqwitz Valley are all 
these beautiful surroundings, and an 
altitude of 7500 feet; and at I'aamarack 
Valley we have agaih the runnin 
streams, the beautiful meadows, grea 
trees, and an altitude of 9000 feet. 

In all these valleys the atmosphere is 
coolin mid-summer, and there is an 
abundance of game. 

To the weary physician, who desires 

or a few days to absent himself from 
whe busy hum of the world, I can 

eartily commend these mountain val- 
leys for quiet, comfort abd grandeur. 

Aside from the value of these ele- 
vated valleys as summer resorts, I be- 
lidve they will become even more 
sought after as winter resorts. 

The Alpine winter cure of pulmonary 
diseases is very popular in Grea 
Britain and on the continent. Thou- 
sands of consumptives fieck to the 


Immense 
and well-arranged hotels have been 
constructed by rich companies, and 
wonderful results have been recorded.

From the illustrations I have seen of 
these Alpiae resorts, I judge they are 
naturally barren plateaus, and have 
not the wealth of beautiful pine forests 
that the Southern California valleys I 
have so meagerly described contain. 
The advantages of the pine forests are: 
First, giving a medicated air for con- 
stant inhalation; second, adding beauty 
and picturesqueness to the scenéry; 
third, protecting the valleys from 
winds. An average of about three feet 
of snow Covers these valleys in winter. 
In another nage they will be much 
more accessible, as an excellent road is 
now in course of construction. and I 
trust that soon capitalists will unite, 
as in Switzerland, and provide suitable 
winter accommodations for invalids.
